conceded that to open up communication with 
that centre of attraction, at the\earliest possible 
moment and over the most practicable route is 
a work of sufficient importance to demand the 
earnest and immediate attention of the Govern- 
ment. , A glance at the map, coopled with what 
knowledge we now possess respecting the vari- 
ous routes, must inevitably lead to the concli- 


sion that the great highway to the region in ques- |; 


tion is via Kamloops and Shuswap Lakes. With 
ani uninterrupted stretch of 180 miles of naviga- 
tion, and only some 40 miles of toad-to| be con- 
stracted, all question respeeting the roate woul:| 
appear to be at an end. It is gratifying to be 
assured that natural advantages exist for com- 
munication with Kootenay via Hope, which pro- 
mise to secure to this colony the trade’ of that 
district, and which would at least place us upon 
an equal footing with our American neighbors 
for supplying the country lying to the northward 
of that gold/field. Bat it is obviously unreason- 
able to expect that commerce will make a detour 
of about 300 miles without any counterbalancing 
advantages. From the best available informa- 
tion it would appear that Yale is about as near 
to the Big Bend as Hope isto Kootenay, with 
this important difference in. favor of the.. former 
that it has the advantage of 180 miles of nayi- 
gation, The distance from Kootenay to the 
Big Bend is variously estimated at from 250 to 
300 miles, with very indifferent navigation.

San Franetsoo, July 28.—The whaling bark 
Milo, Capt. Howes, arrived this morning, bring- 
ing news of the most extensive and wholesale 
destruction of American shipping yet. committed 
by any rebel pirate since the beginning of the 
war. On -thelst April the pirate Shenandoah 
renched Ascension Island, where she found the 
San Francisco whaler Laémund Curry, Hawaiian 
bark Harvest, American bark Pearl, ship Hector. 
All these were burned, atid their officers and crew, 
except those who joined'the pirate, were left an 
Ascension Island, She then sailed for Okotsck 
Sea, where on the 27th she barnt the whaling ship 
Abagill whose crew went on board the Shenandoah. 
Thomas Manning, ber second officer, joined the 
Shenandoah as pilot, and not only steered the 
pirate towards our whaling fleet but gave infor- 
mation whereit lay. Sle arrived off Cape Thad- 
deus at the entraiice to the Arctic Ocean on the 
20th June, where she burnt the Euphrates ; next 
day she fell in with and bhrat the William Thomp- 
son. The Jureh two days efter captared the Mi- 
lo.. The captures had become so numerous that 
Capt. Waddell concladeil to,bond the ‘‘ Milo,” 
instead of burning her.)
